Hasty to conduct this section of . the
work. He said there was a class
of surgical cases on which he wanted in
formation, and detailed the experiecco he
had had with a dislocated shoulder blade,
at the eternal end.

Discusses tho Problem.

Plasterers Decline an Offer from the Eossca to
Submit to Arbitration Painters to

Help the Paper-Hanger- s.

The machinists' international conven
tion reconvened yesterday, at 8 o'clock,
showing a spirit of business not seen be-

fore in conventions in this city, even
among labor organizations. The re- -'

port of President O'Day was read
and referred, but the interesting- - points
of numerical strength, etc., were not
ready for publication. The convention
also heard the reports of the grand secre-
tary, grand treasurer, and of the general
executive board. President O'Day an
nounced the committee on law, naming TL

J. Burke as chairman; also the committee
on grievances, of which J. J. Creamer was
namea as chairman. The matters belong
ing to these committees were then referred
to them.

In general bnsinoss the convention took
up the subject of restriction of immigra
tion and the establishment of labor
bureaus at the cities of New lork. Phila
delphia and Baltimore. Before the eeuti-me- nt

of the convention bad crystallized.
an adjournment was taken, and tbe discus
sion will be resumed at a later meeting.
The special order for to-da- y will be the sub
ject of shorter hours of labor, bow best to
eeoure them and their social and
industrial efiects. During theday tbe con
vention went to the Statehouse and was
photographed in a large group. Delegates
are still coming in, and several are ex-
pected to-da- y from as far East as Provi
dence and from as far South as Chihuahua
and San Luis Potosi.

Plasterers Drrlfno to Arbitrate. ,
Plasterer's Union, No. 46, held its regular

meeting last night, and discussed the
strike which it has on hands nntil mid
night. The eituation is praotically un
changed, although the bosses express con
fidence that the trouble will be brief.
Yesterday the contractors submitted a
proposition to the union which provided
that each side select a citizen and this com-tuitt- ee

of two select a third man, the three
to then be placed in possession of the facts
involvodand decide the justice of the de
mauds made. The plasterers refuse to ac-
cept tho plan, claiming that it would be
impracticable. They hold that a commit
tee ot men outside of the trade would have
no conception of the rights of either party
in the case. 1 ho bosses have as yet made
no attempt to bring in new men and will
not do so until all attempts at arbitration
have failed. One of tho contractors
claimed that he had three men at work
yesterday but the majority of the twenty
employed have dono no work since Satur-
day.

Painters to Help the Paper Hangers.
Those people who are contemplating

spring improvements in the way of wall
paper will doubtless be somewhat discon-
certed to learn that the paper bangers'
strike is yet apparently far from being set
tied. The men emphatically declare that
they will not return to work until tbe deal
ers have signed the contract providing for
a deduction of the per cent, asked Monday.
Last night the union held a joint session
with Painters' and Decorators' Union, No.
47, of which they are a part, and presented
their grievances to that body. The painters.
ty a unanimous vote, decided to assist
their brothers in the struggle, and will
inaugurate a movement in that direction
this morning by refusing to work on any
house where a nonunion paper hanger Is
employed. The painters do not intend a
general strike, but will open a vigorous
war on all nonnuion men employed by tbe
dealers. It is stated that thirty jobs were
left untinlshod last Saturday night by the
Striking paper bangers, and the men claim
that no work has since been accomplished
by the dealers. There are some eigbty-tiv- e
workmen involved in the strike, none of
whom has yet shown indications of waver
ing. The nniou men assert that they.have
already succeeded in persuading a dozen
nonunion men to join tbe order.

Eailway Into tho Hands of the Court.

The Wftlash Charge! with Usine the Read to
Destroy Competition Western J'assen- -

ger Kate Slashed Acuta.

A second effort is malting to secure the
appointment of a receiver for the Eel Hirer
road. Parties represented by F. II. Kistler,
attorney, ask for th appointment of a re- -

ceWer and the forfeiture of its charter and
its corporate franchise. The complaint
alleges that the Wabash company owns and
operates a competing line of railroad, the
main line of which parallels the Eel Hirer
roadjthroaghout its entire length, and that,
loco the Eel Hirer road came into its pos-

session, the Wabash foas used it for tho pur-pon- e

of destroying competition as a feeder
for its own main line, operating it for the
benefit of its own thronch traffic and
ignoring and dwarfing the proper and
legitimate business of the Eei Hirer
road and the accommodation of its
patrons along its line, and that it has re-mor- ed

from it all the rolling "took, equip-
ment and machinery belonging to the Eel
Hirer company and taken the same to its
own main line, and no repainted, rolettered
and scattered it that its identity can no
longer be traced; that the Wabash com-
pany, with the permission of the Eel Hiver
company, has yirtnally abandoned that
part of the line extending from L.ozans-po- rt

to Chili, torn np and destroyed the
switches and side tracks, permit-
ted its track, buildings and bridges
to go to decay, and has dis-
mantled and destroyed its roundhouse and
machine shops at Logansport and removed
them to Peru, on its main line. The com-
plaint alleges that the pretended lease is
ultra Tires and contrary to public polioy,
and to the laws ot the State of Indiana;

Cannot lied ace World's Fair Kates.
Stuyyesant Fish, president of the Illi-

nois Central Hailroad Company, said yes-

terday, when asked for his views touching
railroad matters in) the West, as atteoting
the world's fair in the reduction of pas-
senger rates to the fair: "The Western
railroads have gone as far as they can and
probably further than they ought in just-

ice to their share owners. It should be re-

membered that they subscribed not only
to the stock of the exposition company,
but also largely to the debenture bonds.
They hare, without exception, added to
their equipment and incurred great ex-
pense in remodeling their facilities for
nandling passengers in Chicago." On the
question of the raising of fairs, II r. Fish
said: "Far from raising our rates of fare
between Chicago and Jackson Park,
they have on special trains been lowered
from cents for single trip to 10 cents,
and by omitting all intermediate stops
the time has been reduced from thirty
minutes to tif teen. On the suburban train
tracks we are now running more than two
hundred regular trains, making stops at
distances averaging half a mile. To pro-
